FAMINE STEIOKEN KOREA. 



The Horrors of War Intensiliea by 
tlie Starving Couditiou of 
tbe People. 



Kelief Movement Started In Kew 
York— Pathetic Iietter From 
tbe Korean,. UinUiter.' . 

WAsni.--r;TON, D. C, Aug. 8.— The ap- 
peal of the Korean minister, Mr. Yo Sung 
Soo, in behalf of the storving peopio in his 
unhappy aoontry, has n)ot with a prompt 
response, and the minister is hopeful that 
there will be a general movement for the re> 
lie} of the inbabfcanta of Korea bn the part 
of the charitable Americans, who performed 
auoh a noble act of charity a few years ago 
when the peasants of Russia were starving 
bo death. The first response to the min- 
ister's appeal Is the following telegram re- 
ived yeatertiay at tho lejjation : " New 
Vork, April 7.— To the Korean Charpe 
i'AfUirey, Washington : Tho reports 
of tho alarming and pitiful con- 
ition of uffaira among tho pooplo of 
Korea calls for our deepest sympathy, 
Tho Christian Herald will contribute a 
thouBand barrels of fiour to any cargo that 
may bo sent for tho lolief of your starving 
people. Lotus know how we can best help 
you to hel|) tliein. (Signed) The Christian 
Iferald Biblo House, Now York." Tho 
minister says a ship load of grain would be 
of moro benefit now than any othor boon 
that could ha conferred on them, and he is 
confident that if tho people of the United 
States, whom the Koreans have long re- 
garded as their best friends, should dis- 
patch a vessel to Korea on snoh an errand of 
charity, it would not be molested by either 
of the great countries that are at war with 
each other and between whom Korea is tho 
' one of contention. 

Nkw Yohk, Aug. 8.— Tho movement to 
end relief to tho famine stricken Koreans 
as already taken shiipo and is being vigor 
iisly pushed. In response to the ofTer of 
the Christian Herald of New York to con- 
tribute 1,000 barrels of flinr to any cargo 
that may be sent to that country, the 
Korean minister. Ye Sung Soo, yesterday 
telegraphed the following from Yaahan : 
Christian Herald Biblo House, New 
York : — Your noble and generous contribu 
tion of 1,000 barrela of ilour sub- 
tuntsally starts tho movement to re- 
iovo my starving countrymen. My heart 
(a full of gratitude to you for your 
rompt aasistanco and I will notify my gov- 
ernment of relief that may bo expected from 
this country. It fills my heart with pain 
and regret that my starving countrymen 
nd prostrate government cannot find meana 
to truneport the contribution you h.Lvo so 
generoualy started. In a day or two, I hope 
shall bo ablo to advise you whether tho 
hipping point shall be New York or Ssn 
"rancUco the latter port would bo better." 

Dr. Louis Klopsoh, of the Christian 
Herald liiblo House, has forwarded the 
following dispatch to the Secretary of State, 
invitini; the assistance of tho government in 
forwarding the proposed cirgo : " The 
athetic appeal made by the Korean minis- 
tor in behalf of hia starving peopio pro- 
vokes widespread sympathy. If moans of 
transportation can be secured, a large cargo 
of grain for the relief of these starvina mul- 
titudes can be provided, Will the United 
States government nndertake the transporta- 
'ion from either New York or San Fran- 
ciaco ? " 

It is further proposed to aeonre the oo- 
oporation of tho various boards of trade and 
exobanges throac;bout the country, and 
eapeciaily at San Francisco and Chiojgo. 
The oarf(0 when completed will probably 
clear from the former port, and it is be- 
lieved that a guarantee of iromnnity of aeiz- 
•TO either from China or Japan will be 
ranted.

An extra of the ollioial fijzjtlo was pub 
lialiod yesterday, containing a proclamation 
oiifyiiig ISritiuh bulijectB of thoexistenco of 
war lielwecin Cliiiia and Japan, and declar- 
g (i real Hrilain'a neutrality. Lord Kim 
uriey, seorolary for forei^;u affairs, haa 
diireesed a Uitler to 1 lie varinus government 
lliccs detailing tho neutrality ruks tliataro 
to bo observed, 'J'lieao rules becomo opera- 
tive in tho United Kingdom on Aufj. 1-, and 
in tho colonies and othor Hritieli poseeBsiona 
a week after thoy have been publiahed in 
tho local papers. 

A Yokohama dispatch says that tho Chi- 
neao have been defeated by the Japanese at 
Selkionn, with a loss of five hundred killed 
and many wounded. Tlia Chiueao iled to- 
wards Koahiii. Tim Japanese loaa is trilling. 
The occupation ol ^■a8hau by the Japaneao 
Is confirmed. There is much excitomont at 
Yokohama over tho recent victorioa of tho 
Japanese. At Tokio tho oxoitemont is in- 
tense and feeling is running high. Chioeje 
will be permitted to reside in Japan pro- 
vided they do not partioipate in any warliiie 
movement. lb is reported here that the 
Japanese fleet baa been badly defeated by

Submarine mine* have been laid at Foo 
Chow and at Tamauii^on the northwest 
coast.

The Times says the viceroy of Kwang 
Tung has engaged five thousand Black Flags 
to strengthen the fortifiaations and river de- 
fences in the neighborhood of Canton. He 
has placed four gunboats at Tiger Island to 
co-operate with the batteries stationed 
there. 

PiHpatolieB from Tientsin say tho report-

Olfioials of the Japaneao legation in Lnn 
don think that to-day's despatch from 
Yokohama reporting tho capture of Siok- 
man, refers to the battle of July 29. 

It is said that the' Anglo-Rutsian efforts 
to bring peace between China and Japan 
have failed. 

Latest advices indicate that China insists 
upon retaining her suzerainty rights over 
Korea.

PACIFIC CABLE TENDERS. 

Tho rians Upon Which Oli'.'rs ILive Been In- 
vited by the Dominion (Toverniuent. 

Ottawa, Aug. 8. — It appears from an 
otlioial statement issued by the Dominion 
government that it has been decided to 
abandon Hawaii as a port for the landing of 
the Canadian-Australian Pacific cable. 
Tenders are invited' for seven different 
routes, and upon three different plans. Pla^ 
No, 1 in/ites tenders for tho construction of 
a cable to be tho property of the govern- 
ment, but to be guarantceed by the con- 
struction company. Plan No. 2 is lor a cable 
to be run by a company taking the work 
upon [the basis of a subsidy, the tenders 
to stipulate the amount of subsidy required 
and the number of years for which it will 
be operated. The third plan calls for the 
construction and operation of a cable for a 
stipulated guarantee of earnings to be made 
by the company tendering. The parties 
tendering are asked in each case to tender 
for seven different routes, under the three 
separate plana mentioned, the government 
to regulate the amount of tolls to be charged 
by an order-in-counciL 

UENEBAL HBRBBBT MAY 60. 

Promotions in His Reglnient of Guards 
Make It Kxpedient for Him to Vacate 
the Canadian Command. 

Montreal, Aug. 8, — A Star special says : 

" The World, formerly edited by the late 
l']dmund Yates, to-day says that Major- 
General Herbert may possibly be ordered 
to vacate the command of tbe Canadian 
Militia and return to his regimental duties 
with tho Grenadier Gu-uda. This ia conse- 
quent on Colonel Rikurdo'a promotion. It 
is rumored, however, that the War Office i> 
bsing urged by British military circles to 
allow Major-Goneral Herbert to continue in 
Canadaowing to theimportanl reformswhich 
he has started. If Major-General Herbert 
does not return ho will lorfeit his right to the 
command of thu battalion. Tho opporcun- 
ily thus presented by the promotion of Col. 
Kikardu would afford Major-General 
Herbert a convenient opportunity to eaoapo 
the unpleasant consequences of the Powell 
incident, and it is said here that for this 
reason he may return to his old regiment.

Vancouveu, Aug. 8.— Squnmiah Charley, 
arreated for the murder of- MoBorie, has 

oonfeased his guilt to the ohief of police. 

Ho says ho wont to MoRorie'a cabin drunk 
and, Beizing an axo, killed McRorie while 
asleep, in tho hope of securing money, which 
iio failed to got. Charlie talks with tho 
f;reateat froodom. Sorgoant Hawood warned 
him to tell only the truth, for what ho aaid 
would bo uaed in ovidonoe againat him. 
"I'll tell ' delate truth,'" Charlie replied, 
with a broad grin and with the carolesa air 
tliat ho haa ahown ever ainoo tho arreab. 
"I left Vancouver with 'Tom' (Fort Rupert 
Indian) about 12 o'clock, can't tell tmio, 
but about 12 at night ; wo had bottle 
whiskey. Before I got to McRorie'a 
we drauk half tho whiakoy. I wont into 
McRorie's cabin and asked him if I could 
stay there all night. He aaid ' No ; get 
out ; I don't want any Siwaah around here.' 
I went out and finished other half of bottlo 
nf whiskey and threw bottle away. Then 
I got thinking and I wont into McRorie'a 
oaoin. MoBorio was on bod ; I think be 
WM fksleep. There was axe near bod. I 
picked up axe aud atruok MoRorie. I think 
he tnroed over, then I atruok him again. I 
kUled MoBorie aame aa I killed other man. 
(Crime the priaoner aerved five yeara for.) 
Other man oame over from atablea and talk 
to my klootohman. I did not know him, 
but I took olnb and killed him. Yea, I 
killed them both." Charlie takea the whole 
affair aa a huge joke.

psrjde took place. The men, it appeara, 
cxme to the conclusion that they wontd not 
serve under certain of the lately gazetted 
ofTioeta, and notified the officer in oommaDd, 
Lieut. Townley, to that efTect, Lieut, 
Townley finding tho men firm in the poai- 
tion they have asauired, announced that he 
would report the matter to Lt.-Col, Prior, 
and in thn meantime all parades were can- 
cellad. a?he men say all they ask is that 
they ahcnid have oflSoera with previous mili- 
taty ezperienoe, and that it ia not on per- 
Bonai gronnda that their objectiona are 
taken. 

H. P. McCraney, the well known real 
estate dealer of Vanoouver, waa arrested 
yeaterday afternoon on a warrant, charging 
him with embezzling $500, tho property of 
Major & Pearson of thia city, Tho arrest 
caoaed a great deal of surprise in business 
circles in which MoCranoy always had a 
high standing. He was brought to this city 
and lodged in tho provincial j lil. Unauc- 
ciosful tfTjrta wero mado laat night to have 
him released on bail. The caeo waa called 
in the district court thia morning before 
Cipt.

POOR OPINION OP CHINA. 

Expressed by tlie New Commander of the TI. S. 
FaoiHc Sanadron, FrouPetsottia 
Observation. 

Seattle, Aug. 8. — Commander L. A. 
Beardslee, who auooeeda Admiral Walker as 
commander of the squadron of the Pacific, is 
in Seattle on hIa way to San Francisco, 

whore he has been ordered to report for duty 
on board the flagship]Philadolphia, August 
10. For tho past three years Commandor 
Beardslee has been in charge of tho naval 
station at Port Royal, N. C. , but has been 
in the naval service about 45 years and is a 
fine old naval ofiicer of tho old line. Ho 
does not know where thosquadron will cruieo 
firat, but thinks in Soutliorn waters. He 
thinks that Japan will whip China both 
on Bca and land, "Japan," he saya, "la 
progressive — thoroughly so. That is why 
Japan will win in thia war with China. The 
Chinese are conservative to the last degree 
All through Japan the Western ideas and 
nianufaoturca have made their way. On the 
coast China has a few good war veaaela, 
bought of Europe, and Japan on the coast 
has the same. But all through Japan tho 
arms used by the aoldiers are of the latest 
pattern, while in China, back away from the 
ooaat a little, they have matchlock blunder 
bnuea, and if you go as far aa the Chinese 
wall, they have bowa and arrowa only. 

" It does not matter how many aoldiers 
China has in the field, only a small fraction 
of them will fight, while the rest will look 
ou until it is time to run away, Japan's 
army is only about 60,000 men, but they 
have been well drilled and they will fight 
every man of them, like Enropeana. 

" Did you ever aee a little game cook and 
a big barnyard rooster fight ? Well, China 
stands the same show that the big barnyard 
rooster does. There will be a dead cook In 
the pit soon, and his name ia China. The 
navy of Japan as a whole ia good. The 
oflicera as individuals may make miatakea 
of judgment, but the government will come 
to the front and pay the fiddler, as when 
the British warahip was sunk. Like the 
big rooster, China can atand bard knocks, 
but she will give in at laat, for she haa no 
ollenslve powers whatever. 

" 1 don't antioipato any interference on 
the paru of Russia in Korea, and our inter- 
eats there are not largo anyway. The Pa- 
cific squadron now conaiata of nine veaeola, 
two ot which belong properly to tho Chineeo 
squadron. In caae Russia does interfere it 
is poBsiblo that the Pacific squadron may bo 
used to draw upon by the Cnineso squadron 
and be weakened by several vessels," 

BLEOTBICAL FBEAE. ' 

A Baltimore Story of a Cnrrent Which Broke 
Loose With Startling Besnlts. 

Baltimore, Md,, Aug, 8.— Jti, Kotschin- 
sky and family and seven tailors occupy a 
house on Bond street in East Baltimore, 
On Friday last, Mrs. KotaoUinsky aays, she 

approached sn iron wash basin on the 
second floor and attempted to turn the 
water when she received a severe shock 
and in an instant a big streak of blue blaze 
shot out and the zinc around tho baain be- 
gan to melt and fell in drops on the Qoor. 
All tho water pipes in the house 
became charged with electricity and aparka 
darted from all over. In a few minutea 
tho current was out ofT and no more electric- 
ity waa apparent until Sunday morning. 
Then tho house beoamo charged again, and 
thinking that by turning ofT the water the 
current would be shut oflT, a plumber woa 
Bont for who, by moana of rubber gloves, 
turned tho water off. Tho minute tho water 
left tho pipes a section of iron an inch in 
diameter became rod-hot like the carbon of 
an electric light and inatantly melted. New 
pipe waa put in, when the current again cut 
itaelf ofT and all went well until Monday 
morning, when sparks and flames were again 
seeu playing about the pipes. The display 
lasted only for a few minutea, bat yesterday 
morning it started up again and set fire to 
the woodwork. The olaze was extinguished 
with buckets of water and in half an hour 
the current again subsided. 

REPENTING AT LEISURE. 

Railway Workmen Who Were ''Culled Oaf' 
find Tbelr Services Not Now 
In Demand, 

St Paul, Aug. 8. — An American Rail- 
way Union committee representing 200 men 
who were called out during the Pullman 
boycott, waited on (iovornor Nelson last 
evening and requested him to confer with 
tho commercial bodies with a view to secur- 
ing their iotluence with tho railway man- 
agers to get the men reinstated. The oom' 
mittee complained that the managers were 
making it very hard for the men to get back 
their old placea, every man being reqnired 
to sign an agreement to have nothing to do 
with the labor organization for a certain 
period, and even not to vote the Fopnliat 
ticket this fall. The Governor replied with 
aomo feeling that be did not believe the 
atory that the railways were trying to in- 
tluonco votes, and added that the roads of 
Minnesota could not, under the laws of the 
state, pledge their men to remain out of 
labor unions. 



DEFECTIVE FUSES DID IT. 

Official Explanation of tlin Dcstructloa of 
V. H, SoUUfirs at Chicago, 

Washington, Aug, 8. — The following 
ofUolal statement is made over the signature 

of Brigadier Flagner, C'>i*' °f jP'^4')n'>(>^< 
garding the oanae of the Carson disaster at 
Chicago, in which several soldiers were 
blown up : " The explosion at Chicago re- 
sulted from defective plungers in the base 
percussion fuses of the 3 62 ahell. Every- 
thing indicated that the light battery offi- 
cers bad used great care, with reference to 
the packing and transportation .of their 
ammunition, and the defect' diaoovered was 
one that they ooald not have been expected 
to ..anticipate.' The. defective - fuses were 
maniifaotured in Frankfort arsenal ln 1886, 
and the ordnance deipartmsnt accept all re- 
sponsibility of the disaster. . ' Steps , have 
been taken to remove all the defective fuses 
issued, and to replace them by others con- 
taining a plunger operating upon an entirely 
difiTerent principle, and it is believed that 
such an oocurrenoe will in future be impos- 
sible."

The Souttlo Telegraph saye : " The 
owueia of the opium faotoriea or oookorieB 
in British Columblu, aooording to the locul 
ouatoma ollicera, are rejoicing over the fuot 
that China and Japan are just now engaged 
in cruel war. They have a good reaaou lor 
rejoicing. When war waa declared batwoon 
the two great nations China forbudo any 
exporta leoving the country. Aa a conou- 
quenco opium from the China faotoriea can- 
not bo obtained and the Britiah Columbia 
faotoriea have a grand opportunity to dia- 
poae of :vbout fifteen tons of opium, wliich ia 
awaiting shipment in the wurohouaes and 
whioh, by the passage of the Wilaon tariff 
bill, would not find a ready market. 

"A government oflioor who has been 
spending aeveral days in British Columbia 
was in Seattle yeaterday, Ho said that por- 



wrccke. It waa alao dooitlud to take steps 
to mako the board reading-room more pop- 
ular.

The Secretary read the following letter 
from the Edmonton Board of Trade. :

Livock, of the Hudson Bay Co., formerly of 
Victoria, having handed me the Colomst 
containing thi? annual report of vcur board, 
I notice mat there is a proBpcot of the British 
Pacific railway scheme being carried outauo- 
ceaefully. While this is anticipated in the 
West, the Manitoba and Northwestern rail- 
way has received aid to enable it to reach 
Princo Albert from the Eist, and aa Edmon- 
ton would naturally become the buckle of 
the belt of railway so projected wo feel 
I ghly interested in all that is being done in 
the matter. ■ / 

" The Pacific coaat is the natural market 
for the great mixed farming cotintry of 
whioh Edmonton ia the capital, and atand- 
ing aa it does at the eaetcrn gateway of the 
Jasper or Yellow Head Pass, it looks for- 
ward eagerly to the time when its exporta 
to the Pacifi'j will no longer be required to 
deaoribe two sidea of a triangle, via Calgary, 
to reaoh their natural market. 

*' The intereata of Viotoria and Edmonton 
are in thia reapect alike, and their becoming 
linked ^by bande of iron ia the near future 
will serve as one more initanoe of the old 
natural rontea of the far tradera being found 
the moat anitable for the requiremunta of 
modern means of tranaport. 

" I hope you will be so good as to keep ua 
informed of the progress of the British 
Pacific project, and if it should oome to 
paaa that the Edmonton people can in any 
way aasiat, let me asaure you of their very 
hearty co operation. 

" I notice your government has prepared 
a number of maps of Britiah Columbia, a 
copy of which, if I ain not asking too much, 
would be an acceptable addition to our 
board room.

" Secretary Edmonton Board of Trade." 
The letter waa received and the Secretary 
requested to acknowledge it. 

The following letter, whioh had been re- 
ferred to the committee on Manufactures, 
was also road — the letter had been written 
to Hon. Mr. Vernon, and sent to the Board 
through Mr. W. S. Gore, deputy commis- 
sioner of lands and works : 

" Portland, Ore., July 5, 1894. 
Hon. Forles Vernon, B, 0. 
" Dear Sir : Mrs. Douglas, formerly of 
your city, gave me your name, and I take 
the liberty of addressing you in behalf of a 
friend of minu who ia looking for a location 
to establish a sponging, finishing and dye 
works. He controls some $15,000 or $20,- 
000, and would employ about thirty men. 
The party, Mr. John S. Clark, will come 
here very shortly, and I would like to bear 
from you before he gets here. Aavise me if 
you think such a plant would pay Mr. 
Clark in Victoria or Vancouver, and if a 
company with SUU.OOO cash capital could bo 
organizad, 5:20,000 to boaubscribod by Clark 
and §10,000 in Viotoria or Vancouver ? He 
is also the owner by purchase of the right to 
waterproof textile fabrics by a porous pro- 
cess. Silks, serges, woolena and all kinds of 
fabrics can be waterproofed without any in- 
jury whatever. He handles this in connec- 
tion with the ab'>vo deccribod plant.

The committee gave as their opinion that 
if the manufacture of woolen goods in a 
small way was added to the scheme it would 
no doubt work satisfactorily. The secretary 
of the Eraser valley relief committee wrote 
as follows :

1, r h,jt a larg„ aum of money 
will ><:t, he nquired oven for the partial re- 
lief of thoao wno ln.vo sulTdrpd moat severely 
from the flood, and that the task of accuring 
additional contribu iona ought to be under- 
taken at once in the various communities 
whore it msy bo obtained. The committee 
entrusted with the work of relief does not 
feel justified in incurring any further obli- 
gations until funds have been provided for 
that purpose, and it has been deemed best 
under the circumatanooe to call a general 
meeting of the committee to consider ways 
and means. The meeting will be held at 
the Board of Trade rooms in theoity of Van- 
couver, on Thursday next, August 0, at 11 
a.m., and yon are earnestly requested to be 
present. There are now in the bands of the 
oommittep several applications for relief 
which cannot be dealt with until after the 
general meeting.

that the opium manufacturers in that 
country have already opened negotiationa to 
dispose of the greater portion of the dope 
whioh they now have on hand. It will lia 
disposed of at a very small price, the manu- 
facturers being only too glad to get a small 
profit on it instead of losing everything. 
It ia an open secret that the British Colum- 
bia manufacturers have to depend solely 
upon the smugglers in order to find a 
market for their product. The atuff is 
usually given to the smugglers on com- 
misaion. When it became known soma 
months ago that tho Wilaon bill provided for 
the reduction of the duty on opium from 
$12 to SO per pound tho British Columbia 
manufacturers became scared, for they well 
knew that with the duty so low they would 
find it impassible to compete with the China 
manufacturers. Hence they raised a big 
purse and at present have ropresentativea in 
Washington city at work endeavoring to 
have oongreaa continue the $12 duty on 
dope. It is hardly likely that they will 
succeed in keeping up the duty. The man- 
ufacturers realize thia and until the Chinese 
government ordered that no goods be ex- 
ported from that country they thought that 
they would not only lose future profits, but 
fail to sell the stock already on band. Chin- 
ese will not buy British Columbia opium ex- 
cept when they oaa'ti get the stuff which 
comes from the China factories. The Brit- 
ish Columbia opium is muoh inferior to that 
made in the Orient. In China good opium 
can be bought for $1.75 per five-tael can, 
while an inferior quality in British Columbia 
coats 5.'J. Then, too, tho British Columbia 
factories have a much greater exponae. 
They pay their c:)oks §40 a month each, 
while in China a good cook cun bo secured 
for $10 a month. 

" Whf n tho duty on opium ia reduced the 
atuflfoan be lawfully brought into tho Unit- 
ed Statea and sold muoh cheaper than can 
smuggled opium from tho British Columbia 
factories. In Seattle's Chinatown consider- 
able opium is used and the men who pur- 
chase it invariably insist on the China pro- 
duction. Just at present, however, they 
are in need of a supply, and aa it can't be 
brought from China tue customs officers say 
the local Chinese will wiliiogly purchase the 
British Columbia stuff, asthey can gat it at 
a low figure."

STBICTLY NSUTSAL. 

fioEpite all the speculations which have 
been mado aa to the respeotivo attitudoa of 
(Jreat Britain uud Russia in conueotion with 
the Cbino-Japuaeae war, the former has lost 
no time in ofEoially proolaimiog her strict 
nsutrality and calling on her subjects to 
obey the laws which come into operation in 
Ureal Kritain on and after the I'Jth inBt., 
biid tt week after their publication in the 
Kiitinh posaessiona. la Russia, however, 
the Novoe Vremya and other eonii- 
official papers have declared that the mother 
coantry is aecretly lupportiog China. He- 
sptcticg this averment the London Diiily 
tjewB says that a decUration like this could 
hardly have failed to be observed by the 
press censorship, if llie Ruesian Government 
objected to it. Unless this announcement 
be ofiBcialiy condemned the only oooclosion 
which can bo arrived at is that Ruaaia is in- 
clined, if possible, to involve Great Britain 
in a controversy, for her own ulterior mo- 
tives. It is hardly to bo supposed that 
Rusaia can wish to fight ; but in view of 
Britaici'a aunouncement of neutrality the 
Gorornmont of the Czar can hardly do other 
than put a atop to declarations of the kind 
referred to, whiob cannot fail to be produc- 
tive of more or lesa mischief. 



MONTREAL'S FINAN0B8. 

To jadge from the annoancemeata in the 
local newspapers and the telegrapbio reports 

which have been from time to time received 
from that city, Montreal haa for some time 
past had a boom. Heal estate haa been 
active, and improvements — pulilio and other- 
wise — have been the order of the day. The 
city authorities would aeem to have latterly 
overdone themselves, and now with almost 
half the civic year yet to run the municipal 
treasury haa been fuund to be empty. The 
consequence is liiat all the omployoB of the 
road do[)urtineiit, 100 in nunilicr, have been 
ordered lo be disniiaaod and all works In 
that iepartment stopped. Now, during the 
enening months it haa been the practice, in 
previous years, to carry on very important 
worliH, iiH it bcoomcH necessary to do many 
thinj^s buforc; tlio winter sets in, the frost and 
the low leniperaluro rundorinil It dlllicult, 
if not altogolher impossible, to carry on cer- 
tain operatiooa. Thia ahuttiog down in the 
road department will more or lesa afiTeot 
other branches of civic work, and it may 
possibly be taken as an indication generally 
that to a considerable extent there will bo 
a break in the ordinary activity of that city. 

It Is to be observed, however, that the 
credit of Montreal oontinuea to be exoollont, 
for though the borrowing limit atipulated 
by the charter — $26,000,000 — ia being 
rapidly approached, we observe, by our 
latest exchanges, that the Finance Com- 
mittee have juat placed two mil- 
lion dollora of four por cent, bonds, 
payable in forly years, at 101 1 5 
not, with tho liank of Montreal, Ihia 
the finanoiera regard as being probably the 
best loan the city has ever made, and the 
incoesaful tenderers aro reported to bo 
placing it at 103. Local huBlnoau men of 
conBorvalivo ideas, however, are iaolincd to 
doprociitc tho "fatal facility,'' aa thoy term 
it, with which tho commercial motropoliaof 



the Domioion has been enabled to make its 

loans. It ia now said that the Interest 
charges of Montreal aro beginning to bo felt 
bardensome, and an inoroaee in taxation ia 
whati it ia eaid, the people hftve'to look for- 
ward to. Probably it ia thla feeling that 
has induced tho municipal authorities to 
make the retrenohment which we have 
noted, it bcin);; unmistakable that public 
works have been somewhat lightly under- 
taken and carried out, that a loss buoyant 
and entbaaioatio people than the majority of 
the inhabitants of' Montreal would have 
hesitated about dealing with. 



NOT BNGOURAGINa. 

It is understood that the delegates from 
Hawaii, who are at present In Waahtngton 
ini the interest of a restoration of the mon- 
archy, are disappointed with tho reception 
that has been accorded them in oflioial 
circles. They state that from President 
Cleveland's former attitude they did not ex- 
pect to meet with the ooolness which charac- 
terizes tho mombora of the adminiatration, 
including the Chief l']xecutivo himaulf. Thoy 
say thoy went to tho capital in order to 
stay until thoy had ascortained something 
of His KxcoUenoy's intentions, but for one 
reason or another have not yet been able to 
obtain an audience with him. They also 
loudly complain that the Proaidont has ab- 
ruptly broken oil' hia tiforts for tho restor- 
ation of tho Queen, which they undorstood 
he had determined upon, while Minister 
Willis in his friendship for tho lepublio is 
jnat as bad as Stevens, and, they say, is 
" completely under the domination of Presi- 
dent Dole." Mr. Parker, the Queen's former 
minlstor of Foreign Aflaira, has, however, no 
heaitation in deolaring that President Dole 
is upright, able, thoroughly honest and con- 
scientious—one against whom nothing cm 
be brought. It would appear, judging 
from the opinions expressed in many quar- 
ters, that praotloally the Hawalion mon- 
archy is aa dead aa Julius Cu'sar, though a 
rumor ia current that if the delegalca now 
in Waablngton can only obtain a pledge 
from the United States Government not to 
interfere in the affairs of tho iaianda, the 
natives and a few adventuroua outsiders 
will make one more effort to change tlie 
oxialing order of things by reatoring ex- 
Queen Liliuokalani or the young lady of 
whom 'Mr, Da vies has the guardianahip. 



TO SETTLE THE DAMAGES. 

After a protracted and doubtless circum- 
looatory process it appears probable that, in 
order to settle the damages caused to Cana- 
dian sealers which were seized by U. S. ves- 
sels previous to the Paris arbitration, a joint 
board of American and British commission- 
ers will bo created It has taken a long time 
to arrive at this " probability " — for it is no 
more than such,— and of late it haa hardly 
seemed as if anything at all would be done, 
preliminary quibblinga as to formalities and 
lack of action on the part of all the authori- 
ties concerned having caused the hopes of 
those who had been made to suffer to be al- 
most altogether abandoned. Ia all proba- 
bility, it is said, details of the United States 
proposition of settlement will be adopted be- 
fore the end of the aeasion of Congress, It 
may bo remarked, that it has long been a 
standing reproach to our neighbors, that 
this subject should have been left 
without eo'ior, and it was the per- 
sistent delays which had occurred that bcrv- 
ed as a great hindrance in the first place, to 
the adoption of the principle of arbitration 
as carried out at Paris. 



EDITORIAL GOMMBNT. 

It is remarked that, as had been antici- 
pated, the receipts of the U.S. treasury dur- 
ing J uly exceeded tho oxpendlturea for tho 
first time in twelve months, great quantitioa 
of spirits having been withdrawn from bond 
in anticipation of a higher tax, and that 
after the law — whatever its proviaiona may 
be — goes into effect an immense amount of 
goods will also be taken out upon which in 
the meantime importers are only drawing to 
fill orders. 



Some of the United States newapapers, in 

view of tho recent labor troubles and the 

embarrassed financial condition of many of 
tho railways, urge that tho proper policy to 
pursue u lo have them owned and operated 
by tho Stuto. Tho Govermnont, it in said 
by tho advocates of this departure, can con- 
duct such enterpriaea more economically and 
with a better regard for the public interests 
than compaDioa whoso stock ia juggled 
on the market and who^c manage- 
ment is frequently governed by the 
idea of stock speculation. On tho 
other hand it la contended that thia aystom 
haa tended mere than anything else to the 
advantage of the politloiana, who have 
found in tho udmlniutratlon of the road a 
field for the excrciao of patronage, while the 
enterpriaea themaolves have never paid. 
Indeed, in same countries and some uolouics 
tho departure has brought the finances to 
the verge of bankruptcy, and competent 
authorities do not hesitate to declare that 
Government must run railroads at a loss, or 
charge higher rutus for tho aervico than 
private capital — partially owing to the com- 
petition that ariaea — is aooustomed to do. 



Some days since the telegraph announced 
that Professor Tanner, a well recognized 
British authority on nil matters pertaining 
to agrioultnre, had said that he did not 

think Oanadlane had any reaaon to com- 
plain of the aotion of tho liritlali Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in achoduling Canadian 
cattle. The Profeaaor, who ia at present in 
Montreal, ia thua reported to have oxproaaed 
himself: ''The Briliah Government had 
taken a ' technical view of tho case, 
and had not been actuated by any dnsiro 
to injure or restrict tho Canadian cattle 
trade for tho benulit of British farmora. 
The Dominion's quarantine arrangements 
were perfection itself, BO far as all regular 



importations were concerned, but it was im« 
possible to prevent cattle being driven 
across tho lines at tho Manitoba and North- 
west frontiers. The fact was admitted that 
tuberoulosia existed among Canadian cattle, 
and so long as there was a case there wis 
no use trying to get tho restrictions against 
tho importation of Canadian cattle into 
iCogland removed. Ho further said that ha 
considered thot it would bo extremoly inju- 
dicious for Canada to admit United States 
cattle for export. It might be poiaib|e to 
eradicate tuberoulosia in Canada, but it was 
almost a hopeleaataak in the United States, 
where it was ao widely diaaeminated,"

The Sealing Schooner '' South Bend '' Pros- 
pects Kew Hnntlntr Grounds Bat 
Betnrns Empty-Handed.

STRIKE EIUTS KENEWED. 

Necessity for Jlllltary Force Miule I'lald as 
Soon as the Troops Were Wilhtlrawn. 

Chicago, .Aug. 8.— Tbe last of the militia 
companies was ordered home yesterday, 
oloaing the strike service of the Illinois 
National Guard. The places of tho soldiers 
were taken by> police, who patrolled the 
railroad crossinga and stood guard on'taide 
tho oar shops and packing houfes. The with- 
drawal of tho troops waa followed by sev- 
eral vicioua attacks on workingmen. As- 
sistant yardmaster Thomas of the Michigan 
Central was badly beaten by unknown per- 
sona at Kensington. Two attempts were 
mado in tho stock yards district to burn 
Cnicago & Erie freight cara. The second 
time the cara were smeared with cotton 
waate and oil, and were burning fiercely 
when dlecovered by a policeman. 

O.MAiiA, Aug. 8. — Rioting haa begun in 
earnest at South Omaha as the result of the 
packing housea putting now men to work. 
Two of the employes were caught outaide 
the works by a crowd of strikers and 
seriously injured. The crowd poucced on 
the workmen, but a force of stock yards 
men who were neir succeeded in driving tbe 
Btrikers off At thia time a crowd of 
strikers came marching towards the scene, 
headed by a man who carried a red fiag 
mounted on a long pole. These men were 
persuaded to halt, bowever, by cooler heads 
before they reached tbe place where the 
rioting was going on. Soring tbe afternoon 
several smaller riots oocarred, bnt no one 
was seriously injured. The strikers are 
heavily armed with oluba and .revolvers, 
and have said that no man.'oataida the 
works will be allowed to rntorn to' work in 
tho morning. The foroe.of pblioe is inade. 
quate to anppress the 'strikers, and th& 
sheriff has not the forces to quell.any of tho' 
distnrbanoea. While the dummy which 
carries tbe Omaha workers from their work 
was paasing B street it waa stoned and two 
men were injured. ' A lew shots were fired 
during tbe riots, but no one was hurt by 
them. 
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ELUEB'IELOS WARFARE, 

British Protectorate to Be Asked by a fleui- 
potontlary— Cbief Ularence Uard 
Pressed. 

New Yobk, Aug. 8 — A Colon cable says 
General Ortiz has relieved General Cabezis 

at Bluefiolda, and proposps, with the help of 
(lonoral Regis, to attack Chief Clarence, 
who haa fortified himself in Bluefielda. The 
ivlosqaito Indians are getting reinforce- 
ments from tbe interior. The steamer Para 
left Panama yesterday for Now York., 
carrying two oommiasionera appointed by 
Chief Clarence, and C. Barries, a Nicar- 
aguan plenipotentiary, on tho way to Eng- 
land. Bartioa' mission is reported to be 
to ask for a British protectorate. Clarence 
waa obliged to abandon tho Bluffs because 
hia ammunition waa exhausted, and not bo- 
cauae ho could not withatund tho attack 
made by (ienoral Cubt ziB. Beeides, a part 
of tho Janmiciuie, principally half-breeds, 
threatcnetl to revolt, fearict; tho threat* of 
Captain Stewart, of tho British cruiser 
Mohawk. 

A cable from Managua, Nioarapu'j, says : 
Advices from tho Mosquito coast report that 
General Cabt/.ia only forced tho ladinns to 
withdraw after a desperate luttle. In the 
general orders PreaidonO Z selay publicly 
congratulated General Cubi /. IS andilio sol- 
diera under him. Instruotioua .iav!i been 
sent by special courier to General Mudn'z 
and Senor Urueta, who were to meet Chief 
Clarence at the niisaion, to niakt mure ex- 
acting conditiona than at first proposed, as 
General lieyca is on tho ground with rein- 
forcements. General CabeziJ proposed 
sending a mission to Clarence, .i He says- the

Course of ills Exiieilltlon— The Alaska Bound 
ary— Historian Bancroft's Opinion of 
tlio 01(1 Arrangement. 

Tho name Rovilla Gigedo (after the vice- 
roy (if Now Spain) was given to the largo 
Island whi'jli Captain Vancouver and 
liis party had just circumnavigated; and 
tlie name of Behm Cliannel to tho pas 
saijes around that Island, in comniomora 
of Majny Bohm'a kindness to tlio ollicors 
and crows of tho Resolution and Dis- 
covery, in 1779.. Tho return course of 
the party was to . the .Weab of ,Graviiia 
Island and around capes Northumberland 
and Fox; tho former distant from Capo 
Chacon live leagues, and from Capo Fox 
eight or nine leagues. Tlio boats reached 
the ships on tiio morning of tho lOth 
August, having traversed upwards of 700 
geographical miles, without having ad 
vaneed their primary object of tracing the 
continental boundary more than 20 
leauuts from tho station of 'the vessels. 
During this exploratory trip, their pro- 
visions became so exhausted that their 
dinner on the day previous to their 
arrival at the ships was only a half pint of 
peas to e:ich man. 

As Captain Vancouver had no object in 
remaining longer in that locality, lio gave 
directions that everything should be 
"taken from the aboro, and the vessels be 
in readiness to proceed down the inlet in 
the inorninL;. They did not reach the 
entrance of Observatory Inlet until 
Auuutc 20th. Its west point Caiitaiii 
Vancouver named Point Wales, after his 
friend Mr. Walc-i of Christ's Ilo.spital, to 
whoso instruction, ho says, ho was in the 
early part of his life indebted for that in- 
formation which had enabled him to tra- 
verse md delineate those lonely regions. 
The island opoaite that point was in after 
years called Wales Island, by tho oUicers 
of the Hudson Bay Company, 

Tho course of the expedition now lay 
■ofl" Capo Fox between two and three miles 
north of Dundas Island. Tlioy passed and 
■named Moira Sound, Wedge Island, Choi- 
mondeley Sound, on the 2l8t. The 
vessels same to anchor near Cape Camano, 
to permit of a more thorough survey of 
the continental coast at Burrough Bay, 
Cleveland Peninsula and the channels 
leading northward and westerly to the 
ocean. 

Prince Erntst Sound led northeasterly 
towards the continental shore. This thoy 
followed and explored as far as Point 
Eothsay. BifTerent boat parties were 
sent out and met at Point Baker, so 
named after Joseph Baker, first Lieuten- 
ant of tiie " Discovery " (who was a great 
uncle of Colonel Baker, the present Pro- 
vincial Seretary of British Columbia). 
Mount Baker, in Washington Terri- 
tory, was named after the same ollicer, 
who stood high in the estimation of Cap- 
tain Vancouver. The archipelago in that 
vicinity was named Princess Eoyal 
Islands. 

Southward, tho Duke of Clarence 
Strait separates a group of islands from 
tho continental shore, and was so named 
in honor of Prince William lionry. It is 
bounded on the eastern side by tho Duke 
of York Islands, by a portion of the contin- 
ental shore at Oapa Oikmano, and by the 
Isles de Gravina. The islands on tho west- 
ern side of the strait, Vancouver named 
" the Prince of Wales Archipelago." The 
Discovery and Chatham, having com- 
pleted the investigations for tho sea- 
son, reached tho open ocean by tlie 
northern portion of Clarence Straits and 
Sumner Straits, on September 22nd, 
1793, and proceeding South on tho west 
of Queen Charlotte Islands reached 
Nootka October 5th, and after a short 
.stay there sailed for the Sandwich 
Islands, where thoy wintered. 

Tho region which had then been ex- 
amined and charted by Vancouver is 
especially interesting at the present time, 
as the Alaska boundary question is not 
yet settled. The whole coast remained 
in the occupation of the native Indian 
tribes until after the year 1800, when tho 
Russians extended their fur trade to 
Sitka, then called Nova Arkhangelsk. 
On a French map published at Paris 
in 181B, the boundary between the 
British and Russian possessions in that 
reigoh is marked with a dotted line com- 
mencing at Burrough Bay, north of the 
island Revilla Gigedo, in latitude 50®. 
The dotted lino is extended on the map 
northeasterly a short distance. The 
Russian territory is shaded yellow, and 
the British ixiEseasions blue. The blue 
shading is continued .south along tho 
coast, including tho island Revilla Gigedo, 
Queen Cbarlotto islands. Quadra and 
Vancouver islands, so called then. Capo 
Flattery and on to Cape Lookout, s juth 
of Colombia river; thence it extended 
soutlie;i!iterly to the Flathead Indians' 
oi.\iniry, until it reached the head waters 
iif tlie .Mi.s.sduri river. This doubtless 
was cniisidei'fd Now Caledonia, as it was 
in the [.uKsussion of tlio North West Com- 
pany, !ii f(,re its amalgamation with tho 
Hudson r. ly (Jonipary in 1821. 

In l.*-''-'.'! the boundary of Alaska was 
<lelined hy a tre.ity between Groat Britain 
and Russia. This boundary is now being 
examined, with a view to its adjustment, 
by a joint eoiiiuuHsion of tho United 
States and (heat Britain. It may be 
noticed that in bSlli an atlas was pub- 
lished by tho Ru.s3iau Government in 
which the boundary under the treaty 
mentioned is placed, not according to the 
description given in tho treaty; ljut by 
adoi)iing the name of an arm of the sea 
which does not agree with the wording of 
tiie treaty, it gives a little more territory 
to Russia, but makes tho treaty iiiii)iac- 
ticablo. When Secretary of State W. II. 
Seward, purchased Alaska for the United 
States from Russia in 1869, it would 
seem as if he did not make sure that 
ho was getting a go(«(l title for a jiortion 
of the ter.-itory of Alaska. Tho United 
States liiatorian, Bancroft, in chronicling 
the liargain K'lys : "'J'he clause relating 
to the boundary between the Portland 
canal and Mount St. Elias furnishes an 
instance of tho absurdity of legislation by 
diplomats in regard to regions of which 
they were entirely ignorant. At some 
time in the future this work will have to 
bo undone, and another line agreed upon, 
as it is imiiossiblo to follow in reality the 
wording of the treaty."

The Tnblic Meetiuff Adojit,, tho Gen- 
eral Outline ot the Week's 
Attractions. 

A Coniniitteu of Citizens Formed to 
Arrange a Detailed 
Programme. . 



At the public meotinK of citizens held 
last night at the city hall a committee waa 

formed to carry through a progromme of 
amusements to be held in oonneotion with 
tho exhibition of the Agricultural Aesociu- 
tion from Gotobor 1 to Ootober 6. 

The aeorotary, Mr. C. E. Ronouf, read 
the letter from the aasooUtion to the Mayor 
asking him to oall the meeting for the pur- 
pose of asking the citizens to take up tho 
(jucstiou of providing entertainment for 
visitors during tho e xhibition week. 

flis Worship lemarkod that it was de- 
sirable to provide amnaementg durirg the 
days of tho fair, and said this could only be 
done by the citi/.ens CO-operttting with the 
aasociution. Kvory citizin should put his 
ahouldtr to the wheel to make tho coming 
exhibition tho finest one ever hold in the 
city. To do this, of course ways and means 
must bo found, uud ho fell; assured tho 
c'ti/,;'nB would find them. (Hear, hear ) 

Dr. Milne, aa one of tho dirootors, said 
that lh;y proponed to run tho agricultural 
exhibit iiju aa i conomiciilly as posaiblo, and 
would not ask the citizens for a cent for 
that. Till) A8secia'i;in felt they owed adobl 
of gri.liuule to the ci'v for coming to their 
help and ti.king the iK bt i 11' tho Aaaociation 
by I he- S'-~'.OU() loan, 'i'liat, money waa, ho 
tiioui^b', well spent. As far aa the Asaocia- 
tiou wm concerned they only asked the peo- 
ple to become nienibora, and would not aak 
far conti ibutione for the eshibition itaelf. 
They were not prepared, however, to go 
into any expenditiuo for aniuaoment, but 
Win'od to get tho citizoua to provide tho 
fundo fur that. They aaked to-nijjht for a 
general committee to bo formed to take up 
the amuBomente. Ho briefly outlined some 
of the proposed nmusements, but regretted 
that tho Admiral found it impoaaiblo to give 
a naval review during tho week, us tho ahipa 
would not bo here, it was thought, 

Mr. Falconer held that with united cll'jrt 
tho show could bo made a grand auccesa, 
and a linancial one at that. The sports 
oammittee liail drc up li platform arrang- 
ing to a certain extent what each doy waa 
to bo devoted to in the way of amusements. 
They had mapped out tho days aajfollowa : 
Monday, Yachting day ; Tuetduy, Opening 
day ; wiien tho Governor General of Canada 
he hoped would he present to open tho 
fair : Wednesday, Americans' day ; Thurs- 
day, Societies' day ; Friday, Citizens' day, 
which they would ask the Mayor to declare 
a public holiday, and SaturJay, School 
Chlidrena' day. He suggested, too, that 
tiie people shonld decorate, and all try to 
make, the fair aa big a suooesB as possible. 
Speaktog of exonraion rates, he believed 
that the C. P. B, would give a single fare 
as far aa Winnipeg. In this con. 
neotion he said that tho same idea 
might be carried out aa in Toronto, making 
tho exhibition week tho great purchasing 
time for the farmers. Children's day had 
specially boen sot apart for school children 
and it hud been arranged this year that 
children ahould bo admitted for ten cents. 
The teachers of tho fchoola were arranging 
for an exhibit of writing and other work of 
the schools. Ho thought there ahould bo a 
fine exhibit of minerala, too, at this fair. 

Mr. Challoner, as a member of tho yacht 
club committee, remarked that Monday had 
been considered tho best day for tho yacht 
race and he could aay that a great number 
of yachtamen would bo attracted to the 
city. Ho suggested that a general com- 
mittee of citizjna bo appointed to act with 
tho aesociation and arrange lor all amuse- 
ments. 

The Secretary said that Mr. Collyer, the 
secretary of the Tacoma Chamber of Com- 
merce, liad told him that Victoria having 
patronized the Tacoma fair ao largely in the 
pstat, a great many Americana would return 
the compliment and como to Victoria's fair. 
Therefore on American day, a large orowd 
of visitors mif;ht be expected. He had 
heard from several of the fraternal societies 
and could aay that a numbar of excursions 
were under way for the exhibition week, 

Mr. T, J. Buroea suggested if there waa 
any money over from the exhibition it ahould 
ba handed over to the B. C. Benevolent Aa- 
scctation. 

Tho Secretary reinarkod that tho agree- 
ment with tho city waa that any surplus 
gets to the city, und tho city council could 
diapoae of it aa they think best. 

Mr. Wm. Templeman rxplained for tho 
benefit of Mr. nurnos that the ogriculturul 
acciofy by-law of S-2.'j.0OO was to pay paal 
indebtcdoeas, ^Vh<n the trunsfer was 
made the ci'y '^•ould own tho buildings and 
grounds, but, the aSNocittlion, as an i.aiocia- 
tiorj, was still in exis en;;!'. In the (;vent of 
any surplus he balieved il should go towards 
tho exhilntion of next year. Ifo fruslod tho 
citizens would act in harmony with the as- 
sociation in making a succcES of the exhibi- 
tion of 1S91. 

Mr. Hoggs nioveil, secondial by Mr. 
Templeman, that the six day's platform out- 
lined by Mr. Falconer bo adopted. Carried. 

Tho lacroBse club wrote that they would 
bu (|uito willing to play a match during the 
exhibition, and would try and arrange for u 
match with one of the Mainland clul s.

QUEBEC'S RELIGIOUS PEBVOR. 

The Hnltltude Object to llie TeadilDea of the 
Baptist and AneUcaii Uiaalona. 

QuKiiEC, Aug. 8. — Tliia ciiy last night woB 
tho soono of u disgraceful and riotous dcinon- 
atration. Tho French Baptist miasion hus 
recently been eatablished in this city with 
its hoadquartors in a building on iiridgo St. 
A mob gathered around tho building and an 
attack waa begun on it with atones Tho 
attack was fierce and tho windows and doors 
soon yielded to the shower of stones. Tho 
poor preachers, cooped up in tho building 
without any means whatever of defense, 
could not venture out and were lield prison- 
ers for some time until a force of police 
oamo along and cleared away tho mob, 
which numbered 5,000, composed mostly of 
French Roman Catholics. The mob went 
to the building oocnpled by the French An- 
glican mission. Xbisplace, too, waa wreck- 
ed. By the time the police got 
this far, the rioters had moved on 
and were at the Salvation Army baracka. 
Here another fnsilade of stonea took place, 
and the property of the army auatained con- 
siderable damage.

The 
streets were cleared and the niiaaionarics 
were escorted to their homes by the police, 
to prevent further violence being oSersd 
them. There is every reason to fear a re- 
ocourrnco of tho trouble, and tho fact that 
similar disturbance led to rather similar re- 
sults a few years ogo, gives rise to the 
graveat apprehension. The city has been 
(juict to-day, but an outbreak is feared 
should tho Salvation Army attempt to par- 
ado the streets.

Mrs. Murphy, 
niollur of tlio girU, rushod into the 
room, only to meet with a bullet from the 
revolver held by tho apparently insane man 
Her injury is such that tho phyaiuiana have 
little hopqof her life. Jenkina then turned 
the weapon on himoolf and fired a 
bullet into bia brain. He died an 
hour later, Jenkins had been drinkini{ 
heavily for suvoral days, and it is believed 
the murder and suicide was the outcome of 
a (juarrel between himself and Miss Murphy 
over his intoxicated oondition. The woman 
was highly respected and in good circum- 
stances.
